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THE  HEART  AND  VOICE. 


The. object  of  the  present  work  is  to  promote  CONGREGA- 
TIONAL SINGING  in  the  house  of  God. 

Wesley  and  other  great  reformers  often  found  it  necessary  to 
pause  in  the  midst  of  a  sermon  and  have  the  people  sing.  How  can 
t\\ep)eople  worship  in  public,  except  in  sacred  song?  Prayer  is 
a  reaching  out  for  God,  supplicating  his  favour.  Worship  is  turn- 
ing to  Him.  Believing  therefore,  that  singing  in  church  is  not 
merely  designed  to  make  impressions  on  us,  but  as  a  medium  of 
expression  of  praise  to  God ;  and,  that  the  office  of  the  Choir  is  to 
help  us  make  those  expressiotis,  we  have  endeavoured  to  prepare 
such  a  work  as,  we  hope,  will  commend  itself  to  both  the  Choir  and 
Congregation,  and  also  assist  in  the  restoration  of  Ckurch  3Iusie 
to  the  high  position  it  was  originally  intended  to  occupy. 

In  the  selection  of  music  we  have  laboured  to  furnish  an  abund- 
ance of  7ieiv  and  standard  pieces,  on  alternate  pages,  adapted  to  all 
the  common  and  peculiar  metres  in  the  M.  E.  Church  Collection  of 
Hymns,  which  we  have  kindly  been  permitted  to  use. 

The  old  or  standard  tunes  are  those  familiar  to  every  congrega- 
tion, and  indispensable  in  the  lecture-room,  prayer-meeting,  &c. 

The  new  pieces  are  simple,  graceful  and  dignified,  easily  learned, 
and  so  adapted  that  no  special  cultivation  of  ear  or  voice  is  needed 
for  their  adoption. 

In  the  Miscellaneous  Department  will  be  found  Anthems,  and 
other  pieces  suitable  for  various  occasions ;  many  of  which  are  now 
published  for  the  first  time. 

We  are  under  great  obligations  to  Messrs.  W.  U.  Butcher,  W.  J. 
Kirkpatrick,  and  C.  C.  Converse,  for  their  liberal  contributions, 
and  valuable  services  rendered  us. 

Our  thanks  are  also  tendered  to  Mason  Bros.,  Carlton  &  Porter, 
F.  J.  Huntington,  for  Woodbury's  music,  Thos.  Hastings,  T.  E.  Per- 
kins, W.  B.  Bradbury,  and  others  for  permission  to  use  some  of  their 
popular  tunes. 

The  new  music  has  been  composed  expressly  for  this  work,  and 
most  of  the  other  tunes  are  copyright,  and  cannot  be  used  without 
permission.

CONGKEGATIONAL  SINGING. 


"  Let  my  mouth  be  filled  with  thy  praise."     Ps.  Ixxi.  8. 

If  the  church  below  be  modeled  after  the  pattern  of  the  church 
above,  and  if  we  do  God's  will  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven,  the 
praise  of  God  is  to  be  no  more  fractional  and  circumscribed  here 
than  there.  There  all  sing.  They  do  not  delegate  a  few  to  do  the 
work  of  all.  Not  one  mute  voice  in  all  that  innumerable  multi- 
tude. A  hymnless,  praiseless  angel  is  an  unknown  prodigy ;  and 
as  the  redeemed  from  earth  are  "as  the  angels,"  such  a  prodigy 
is  equally  unknown  among  them.  They  return  and  come  to 
Zion  with  songs.  They  enter  through  the  gates  with  thanks- 
giving, and  into  the  courts  with  praise.  Day  and  night  they 
do  homage,  and  sing  the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb.  No  appeals 
are  needed  to  stimulate  this  service.  Praise  is  the  instinct  of  their 
holy  nature-  They  make  the  grand  melodies  of  heaven  as  sponta- 
neously as  the  birds  sing. 

Now  the  religion  of  Christ  gives  us  this  same  universal  instinct. 
Conversion  puts  a  new  song  into  the  mouth,  even  praise  to  our  God ; 
and  all  along  the  way  to  glory  we  rejoice  evermore,  and  sing  the 
new  song  which  never  gets  old. 

Praise  is  indispensable.  No  one  can  innocently  refuse  or  neglect 
it.  We  have  no  more  right  to  delegate  to  others  the  work  of  doing 
our  praising  for  us,  than  we  have  to  manage  by  proxy  the  work  of 
praying. 

The  words  praise,  price,  prize,  come  from  the  same  verbal  root, 
and  express  the  same  generic  thought.  Price  is  value.  We  prize 
what  has  price  or  value.  We  praise  or  express  our  appreciation  of 
what  we  prize.  The  intensity  of  the  feeling  of  praise  varies  Avith 
our  appreciation  of  the  object ;  but  the  feeling  itself  and  the  ex- 
pression of  it  are  universal  facts  in  the  history  of  the  human 
mind. 

Every  part  of  nature  has  its  eulogist,  and  the  pastoral  odes  of 
both  ancient  and  modem  literature  embody  this  sort  of  praise.  The 
lyre  has  been  attuned  to  extol  even  the  lowest  and  meanest  rep- 
tiles. The  world's  benefactors,  its  warriors  and  conquerors,  its 
heroes  and  deliverers  have  had  peans  sung  to  their  name.  Now  are 
we  to  sing  hymns  of  praise  to  nature,  and  have  none  for  nature's 
God  ?  Must  brutes  and  reptiles  have  their  lyrics,  and  the  Maker 
and  Monarch  of  all  have  none  ?  Can  poetry  and  song  achieve  the 
highest  triumphs  of  classic  literature  in  praise  of  men,  and  are  we

to   be   silent  at  the  mention  of  the  hallowed  and  inspiring  name  of 
Christ  ? 

If  we  praise  whatever  we  prize,  and  have  little  or  no  disposition 
to  praise  God,  do  we  really  prize  him  ?  And  if  the  style  of 
praise  varies  with  our  appreciation  of  the  value  of  what  we  prize, 
and  if  we  pay  subordinate  attention  to  the  praise  of  God,  do  we  not 
account  God  of  subordinate  value  ?  And  if  the  praise  of  God  is 
such  a  minor  affair  with  us,  are  we  in  sympathy  with  the  church  in 
glory  on  this  subject,  and  can  ayc  hope  to  go  to  a  place  with  which 
we  are  not  in  sympathy  ? 

Many  of  us  are  at  fault  on  this  subject.  If  we  omit  prayer  we 
feel  guilty.  If  we  neglect  any  other  religious  service  we  cannot  re- 
tain a  clear  conscience.  But  many  do  not  feel  thus  with  reference 
to  the  praise  of  God.  They  think  they  can  neglect  it  and  contract 
no  guilt.  They  do  not  make  conscience  of  it  as  a  clear  and  em- 
phatic duty. 

Who  of  us  study  to  show  ourselves  approved  in  this  service  ? 
Who  cultivate  both  heart  and  voice  for  it  ?  Who  enter  upon  it  with 
a  relish  and  appreciation  of  its  worth  which  make  them  fit  compan- 
ions for  the  hosts  in  glory  ?  Is  there  one  in  ten,  or  one  in  twenty  ? 
What  a  spectacle !  One  tenth  or  one  twentieth  of  a  congre- 
gation praising  God !  If  we  really  prize  Christ,  multitudes  of 
otherwise  consistent  Christians  have  had  a  poor  way  of  showing  it — 
such  a  way  as  none  of  the  angels  or  glorified  will  ever  choose,  and 
such  as  we  will  not  select  if  we  reach  heaven. 

No  other  creatures  have  such  reason  to  praise  God  as  we.  Other 
beings  he  has  created  and  preserved ;  us  he  has  redeemed  and  saved. 
For  others  he  has  uttered  his  voice ;  for  us  he  has  shed  his  blood  and 
sacrificed  his  incarnate  life.  The  song  of  the  redeemed  is  the  new 
song,  which  none  of  the  angels  can  learn ;  the  tune  of  highest  pitch, 
of  loudest  sound,  of  sweetest  melody,  of  deepest  pathos,  of  most 
sublime  eloquence.  A  service  so  greatly  prized  and  so  universally 
engaged  in  there, ought  to  claim  the  best  and  united  efforts  of  all 
who  hope  to  get  there.  The  perfection  of  the  work  of  God  in  us 
and  hy  us  is  largely  dependent  on  it. 

Let  us  all  sing :  not  one  in  ten,  or  one  in  twenty,  or  fifty.  If 
we  think  we  cannot,  the  sooner  we  learn  the  better.  None  will  be 
mute  in  heaven ;  let  us  not  be  on  earth.  Let  us  have  in  all  the 
churches,  whether  there  be  choirs  or  not,  congeegational  singing. 

This  collection  of  Music  and  Hymns  is  given  to  the  church  to  pro- 
mote this  one  object.  May  we  all  sing  with  the  Spirit  and  with  the 
understanding  also ;  and  may  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost, 
prized  by  all,  be  praised  by  all.     Amen.
